SON KILLED FEW YEARS AGO 


The case of Dr. F. M. Howard of 
St. Paul, against the Indiana Union 
Traction Company has been compro­ 
mised, says the Skelbyville Democrat.

The issu ing of stock s 
and bonds by dom estic corp orations 
shou ld be controlled by law, so as to 
p rev ent frau ds u p on the p u blic and 
im p osition u p on dep ositors, the board 
said. Concerning p rom issory notes or 
other ev idences of indebtedness, the 
board 
recom m ends 
th at 
su ch 
ev i­ 
dences be p resented annu ally to the 
assessing official for listing and in­ 
dorsem ent, and th at u nless su ch in­ 
dorsem ent ap p ears on the notes, etc., 
they shall not be collectible. 
Pow er 
to emp loy tax ferrets at a rate not to 
ex ceed 15 p er cent of the total am ou nt 
collected by su ch ferrets is also asked. 
Go ing After the Ba nks. 
O bjections to the cu rren t laws reg u ­ 
lating the assessm ent of bank s and 
tru st com p anies 
are v oiced by the 
board. 
U nder th e law these assess­ 
m ents are m ade by the tow nship as­ 
sessors and p assed on by the cou nty 
board of rev iew, w ith the resu lt th at 
there are ninety -tw o different bases 
for the assessm ent. The board recom ­ 
m ends th at a law be enacted classify ­ 
ing bank s and tru st com p anies accord­ 
ing to the cap ital, su rp lu s, dep osits 
and earning p ower, as well as the v ol­

sm all indiv idu al land ow ner being al­

The 
board 
dou bts w hether a law ex em p ting the 
indiv idu al and requ iring th at corp ora­ 
tions p ay th eir road tax into the trea s­ 
u ry wou ld be constitu tional, and hence 
recom m ends an absolu te rep eal of the 
law and the enactm ent of one requ ir­ 
ing th at all road tax be p aid in cash. 
Gov ernor M arshall and C harles A. 
G reathou se, s*ate su p erintendent of 
p u blic instru ction, hav e ag reed on a 
p rop osal to am end the school tax lev y 
laws of the state so as to adju st on 
w hat they say is a m ore equ itable ba­ 
sis the collection and distribu tion of 
school fu nds for tu ition p u rp oses.

Charg es are made that a strong lob­ 
by is a t work in the interest of Lori­ 
m er, and th ere is other ev idence in 
p lenty th at the Illinois man is becom­ 
ing fearfu l of the ou tcome. 
Senators who hav e m ade a stu dy of 
the situ ation are contending th at there 
is now little dou bt th at a m ajority of 
th e senate will line u p ag ainst Lorim er 
u nless more conv incing ev idence is 
p resented than is contained in the 
m ajority rep ort of the com m ittee on 
p rov isions and elections. 
A m ajority 
v ote wou ld be enou g h to declare Lori- 
m er’s title to the seat inv alid, althou g h 
it wou ld requ ire a tw o-thirds v ote to 
ex p el. 
The indications now are th at 
no m ore than six of the thirty -tw o 
D em ocrats in the senate are disp osed 
a t p resent to line u p in v indication of 
Lorim er.

the affairs of P ersia th ere will be the 
g reatest m assacre the world has ev er

“The consu l g eneral,” said Mr. Dis­ 
beck er, “has receiv ed a long letter 
addressed to the U nited S tates by the 
g rand v izier, the sense of which is 
th at the P ersian g ov ernm ent accu sed 
Eng land and R u ssia of bad faith and 
an ap p arent p lot to destroy P ersian 
nationality . 
“Some y ears ag o, w hen G reat B rit­ 
ain p erm itted a larg e loan to be 
financed in R u ssia by Persia, G reat 
B ritain ag reed th at R u ssia shou ld not 
be p erm itted to m ak e a m ilitary oc­ 
cu p ation of P ersia to enforce p ay m ent. 
Ru ssia v iolated th at ag reem ent w ith 
th e conniv ance of G reat B ritain and 
continu es to interfere w ith th e P ersian 
g ov ernm ent. 
Eng land has p u t obsta­ 
cles in the way of refu nding the loan 
and has forced P ersia to su bm it to 
R u ssian com m anders. 
The g ov ern­ 
m ent of P ersia does not believ e th at 
the situ ation is com p rehended in this 
cou ntry , and th a t v iew, as I u nder­ 
stand, is the reason the g rand v izier 
addresses the p eop le of A m erica.”

HERE 


Believes he Should be Remembered 


With a Monument— Last Inti­ 


mate Friend Left. 


For several years the agitation for 
a monument for General P. A. Hack- 
eman, a Rush county man who is 
closely related here, has been ram­ 
part but so far the movement has not 
been successful enough to convince 
the legislature that money should be 
appropriated to erect a remembrance 
0 the brave warrior. He is the only 
general from Indiana who fell during 
the civil war and to him Indiana no 
doubt owes recognition. 
Granvile Cowing of Muncie is said 
to be the only man living who was in­ 
timately acquainted with the general. 
He has always been at the head of 
the movement to get recognition of 
General Hackleman’s career and his 
country7. 
Mr. Cowing has addressed 
a communication to the Muncie Star 
which was printed in that paper and 
which is reproduced a sfollows: 
It is now forty-eight years since 
Gen. P. A. Hackleman fell 
on the 
field of Corinth. He died as victory' 
crowned his intrepid 
bravery and 
skillful leadership, a victory most im­ 
portant to the union cause in its im­ 
mediate effort as well as aiding ulti­ 
mately in making every home in Indi­ 
ana secure to its possessor, yet not 
the slightest effort has ever 
been 
made by Bicostate be so faithfully 
served, to honor his memory. 
Iii- 
noble wife and two of bis daughters 
died humiliated in the belief that his 
native state he loved so well, had 
forgotten his great service to her. 
Ila illy in his last message earnestly 
recommended the legislature of Indi­ 
ana to aet in the matter, but nothing 
was done. 
“Economy” was the plea 
of the last legislature for doing noth­ 
ing, yet the house of representatives 
could afford to have twenty-two door 
keepers at $5 per day. making $110 
per day for that service only! 
It 
must have given them trouble to keep 
out of each others way 
and 
how 
much that 
legislature 
donated to 
its many other employes in addition 
to their regular pay will never be 
known by the 
public. 
Tai 
slightly 
change Madame Roland’s last words: 
“Oh, Economy! How many 
crimes 
have been committed in thy name!” 
Should the coming 
legislature 
do 
anything to honor Hackleman’s mem­ 
ory it will thrill the hearts of many 
with pleasure, but nothing is expec­ 
ted from it. 
It may be that I am the only living 
person who knew General Hackleman 
intimately. 
For nine years, begin­ 
ning in 1840, I was an inmate of his 
home and on the most intimate and 
affectionate terms with him, and dur­ 
ing that time earned to regard him as 
one of the ablest and best men I ever 
knew; 
and it has long been an ear­ 
nest desire that Indiana should suit­ 
ably recognize his great services to 
her. 
That hope I fear, will not soon 
be realized. 
The love 
of 
country 
that actuated him and his comrades 
seems to have faded with his genera­ 
tion, and love of money 
taken 
its 
place. He was born in 1814, was one 
of the first to enlist at the outbreak 
of the rebellion, was appointed colo­ 
nel of the Sixteenth regiment of Indi­ 
ana volunteers, then promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general 
and as­ 
signed to the command of the First 
brigade of the second division of Miss­ 
issippi, 
commanded 
by 
General 
Grant. 
On the 
third 
of 
October, 
1862, in the battle of Corinth, about 
3 o’clock p. rn., while on horseback, 
at the head of hie brigade, rallying 
his men to oppose an attack by an 
overpowering foe, he received a gun­ 
shot wound across the 
throat 
and 
died a few hours later. His last words 
were, “I am dying for my country.” 
Ile was greatly beloved by his men, 
although he was an inexorable drill 
master, and his recent raw had be­ 


come veterans and were able to rally 


in the face of defeat and d^ive the 
enemy from the field. His son-in-law, 
Major Mills was killed with him and 
their bodies were met at Indianapolis 
jy their widows, who accompanied 
hem to Rushville, Iud., where Hack- 
eman was buried. 
He 
was 
never 
guilty of any dissipation, bn civil life 
ie ranked with "the greatest men in 
Indiana. 
He was a delegate to the 
Chicago convention and greatly aided 
in securing Lincoln’s nomination for 
the presidency7. Ile was genial in dis­ 
position, generous almost to a fault 
and shared with his men all their pri­ 
vations, and sometimes marched on 
foot carrying the gun of a sick sol­ 
dier who rode his horse. 
His men 
were so thoroughly drilled that it has 
been said that two hundred of them 
afterwards became officers. He most 
efficient}' filled many important civil 
war offices and was a member of the 
peace conference which met in Wash­ 
ington in February, 
1861, for 
the 
purpose of averting war if possible.
